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about ik in the Afternoon ; at which time it was 
fomewhat nearer the Earth than the Sun is at its 
Perigee ; the Comet's Diftance being then (,83) and 
the Sun's (,98) fuch Parts, as the Semidiameter of 
the Magnus Orbis is (,100) ; from which \ve may 
have fome Idea of the Comet's Magnitude ; and 
therefore may fuppofe it, at leaft, equal to the Earth.
